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DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUEOPE. 

Ukrlin, Jan. 28.— Tlio bill ponnanont- 
ly remitting 1,400,000 marks from tho an- 
nual taxation by tho state has been 
adopted by the Prussian Diet— 313 to 100. 

Berlin, Jan. 28.— Herr Ititter, niin- 
iater of finance, spoke of the favorable 
condition of the Prussian finances. Tho 
revenue during tho first seven months of 
the past year exceoilod tho estimates by 
17,000,000 marks, and by the end of tho 
third quarter this oxcess had increased to 
•i-.',000,000. Tho rovenuo of tho Empire 
also had unexpectedly improved siuco 
October. Tho proposed reduction could 
therefore be safely made. 

London, Jan. 28. — Owing to tho dis- 
turbed stato of Wigan district, a procla- 
mation has boon issued prohibiting un- 
lawful meetings and procossions there. 

London, Jan. 29. — In Oroeco new army 
corps are forming daily. Sovoral rogi- 
ineuts have boon ordered to Vonitza, and 
two regiments aro already ordorod in 
readiness for tho frontier. 

Tho Minister of tho Interior lias in- 
structed the provincial authorities to pre- 
pare rolls of National Guardsmen from 
thirty to forty years of age. 

London, Jan. 29.— In the House of 
Commons Gladstone, answering the ac- 
cusation that the Protection bill aimed 
at the land loague, pointod out that no- 
body could be arrested undor its provis- 
ions unless ho camo within the stringent 
definition of being undor reasonable sus- 
picion of being connected with an act pro- 
claimed as tending to intorfero with the 
maintenance of law and order. Tho ron- 
Honabloness of such a suspicion could not 
be challenged in tho house. Tho govern- 
ment had no intention of interfering with 
tho liberty of tho discussion or even the 
license of discussion. Tho home rulers 
have determined that it would bo advisa- 
ble in tho first stage of the Protection bill 
that oach member should address the 
house of commons and state the character 
ef outrages reported in tho Blue Book 
from his constituency. 

Lthbon, Jan. 30. — In the Chamber 
of Deputies a motion was introduced pro- 
posing Portugal's offer of mediation bo- 
tween England and the Boers of the 
Transvaal. 

St. Petersburg;, Jan. 30. — Gen. Kkob- 
uloff telographs that his losses at Geok 
Tepe on tho 12th inst. wore 4 officers and 
60 mon killed, and 13 officers and 235 
men wounded. Of tho wounded, 75 men 
were but slightly injured. 

Dublin, Jan. 31. — Michael Davittmade 
a violent, speech at Boms, County Car- 
low, yesterday. 

Incendiary placards, which aro now 
pronounced the work of Fenians, have 
been generally posted in tho provinces, 
and were torn, down by the police. 

London, January 31. — A Fenian pro? 
vlamatiou is placarded in Salford and 
Oldham. 

London, Jan. 31.— The D<idy News 
and Pall Mall Gazette disapprove of the 
awepping nature of the bill tor the pro- 
tpption pf life and property in Ireland, 
especially tho retroactive provision. 

London, Jan. 31. — John Redmond has 
been olected member of parliament, with- 
out opposition, for Nowross, in place of 
Foley (Nationalist and Homo Ruler), re- 
signed. Redmond, in his electoral ad- 
dress, described himself as a member of 
tho Land League, and a determined 
enemy to British rule in Ireland. It is 
stated that tho election of Redmond was 
unopposed because no one was willing to 
tuko tho risk of nominating any other 
candidate, 

London, Jan. 31.— In the house of 
commons to-day, Gladstone, in replying 
to Baxter (Liberal;, said that tho dis- 
satisfaction existing in Groat Britain at 
tho oxcluaivo occupation of the Houso 
with Irish affairs had not escaped the at- 
tention of tho government, who would 
eventually propose such steps as they 
might think admissable. Ho declared 
that tho debate on the second reading of 
tho bill for tho protection of life and pro- 
perty in Ireland should commence on tho 
d,ay following the first loading, which lib 
certainly expects at this sitting, 

Johnson, solicitor-goneral for Ireland, 
said that the government has no know- 
ledge, official or otherwise, as to how the 
jurors were divided in the State trial nt 
Jjubllii, and has no intention to grant a 
now trial of the traversers. 

Sir Charts Dilko said the government 
WHiitod that negotiations now pending 
will load to such united action of tho 
powers as shall effect a peacable solution 
of the question. 

. Dublin, January 31. — The steward of 
•Mitcholl Henry, M.P., has been tired at 
near Westport, but was not hurt. 

Dublin, Jan. 31. — Military constabul- 
ary precautions aro being taken in all dis- 
tricts where trouble is approhended, 
Many movomonts aro reported. 

New York, Feb. 1.— Tho World's Lon- 
don spooialsays: The Land League has 
taken a bold step in regard to i]\o passage 
of tho Coercion bill, The exooutivo com- 
mittee of the Association at Dublin to- 
day ordered that none of the Loague 
should lcavo Ireland, and in caso tho 
leaders of tho League should bo arrested 
of tyr tho passago of tho bill, and an at* 
touvpt tliuB made to break up tho central 
staff, ilia sister of Mr. Pnrncll, now in 
Jroland, should tako charpo of tho busi- 
uess. assisted by the other ladies who re- 
cently established tho branch Laud 
L«aguo in that city. Mr. Eagiui, the 
secretary of tho Land Lcaguo, has re- 
turned to Dublin from Paris, whero he is 
said to' have invested a considerable 
amount of the League's fund. 

A'fUENn, Jan. 81.— In the chamber of 



deputies to-day, Promier Conmonndouros 
stated that tho Porto had rejected arbi- 
tration, and proposed a conference at 
Constantinople beforo Greeco replied to 
tho recommendation to accept arbitra- 
tion. 

New York, Feb. 1.— A cable dispatcli 
to tho Herald from London of 31st says : 
Tho struggle over the Coercion bill bogan 
again to-night in the houso of commons. 
Mr. Gladstone announced ut tho opening 
of the debato that it was tho desiro of the 
government to tako a division on the first 
reading in to-night's sitting, even if they 
sat till morning. Tho premier's challenge 
was immediately accepted, and Mr. Par- 
nell rose and in a calm, manner asked if 
tha government would not postpone tho 
second reading until the returns of agra- 
rian crimes for the past fortnight were 
laid on the table. Mr. Gladstone replied 
that he would go with tho bill from day 
to day. Tho order had already been issued 
by tho liberal whips for the members and 
ministers to attend in relays for an all- 
night session. Similar orders were at 
onco issued to the Irish niembors to pro- 
pare for tho conflict. They wero divided 
into two relays in order that they might 
be able to continue any debate to any re- 
quired length, and orders were given to 
oppose any progress being inado with the 
bill after 1 o'clock. 

In anticipation of an all-night sitting 
several members telegraphed to their fam- 
ilies not to expect them before to-morrow 
afternoon. In reply to ono of theso tele- 
grams the newly-married wife of an hon- 
orable niombor drove down to tho houso 
to ascertain whether a joke was not being 
played on her. 

The news of the comingconllict is spread- 
ing rapidly through the metropolis and 
after the dinner hour tho houso was bo- 
sioged with fashionable ladies and distin- 
guished stranger anxious to witness an Irish 
row. Fhcli'ish party decided to confine them- 
selves to obstruction, pure and simplo, 
during the night, and it was expected that 
affairs would remain at tho same point as 
bofore. Tho Parnolities expected to have 
considerable radical support. 

In the commons to-night the debato on 
Forstor's bill was resumed. Lewis, mod- 
erate conservative, strenuously supported 
the measure. Charles Russel, liberal, 
and Alexander Sullivan, homo rule mem- 
ber, ooposod coercion. 

London, Fob. 1. — Gabbett, homo rule 
member for Limerick, moved to adjourn 
and probably a division might be taken 
to-night. The debate is likely to continue. 

3.30 a. m — Tho house is still in session. 
The Irish members have declined to al- 
low a division on tho motion for the in- 
troduction of Forstor's bill last night. It 
was arranged that the houso will nit con- 
tinuously until the bill bo read the first 
time. The supporters of tho bill willl bo 
divided into relays and the debato will bo 
continued until all the homo rule mem- 
bers havo exhausted their right to speak. 

The Daily News and I\dl Mall Gaxette 
disapprove of tho sweoping naturo of the 
bill for tho protection of lifo and privato 
property in Ireland, especially the retro- 
active provisions. 

New York, Feb. 1. —A cable-to tho 
Herald from Dublin of January 31st 
says: The mysterious placards posted all 
over Ireland aro the subject of conversa- 
tion everywhere. So far as is known they 
have been traced to nobody. This is re- 
markable, at a timo when Iroland is over- 
run by an increased force of constabulary 
who are patroling the country at all hours 
of the night. So thoroughly was the 
work done in Dublin that a double force 
of police was sent out early yesterday 
morning to make a thorough search. Not 
a single copy could be found by midday. 
It is generally assumed that the land 
league had nothing to do with the pla- 
cards. Indeed, the laborers of the organ- 
ization must be gratified at tho opportune 
appearance of the proclamation, which 
will turn the attention of the authorities 
in a new channel. The thoroughness of 
the organization which isauod tho docu- 
ment may be judged from tho fact that 
of sixty menjjtoldoff for duty in Dublin 
and its vicinity, not more than three 
knew at G o'clock on Saturday their desti- 
nation. I am told that fully a thousand 
men wero engaged in putting them up. 
Fifty thousand copies were distributed 
to the local organizations. Their success 
was marvelous. There aro mysterious 
hints and indications that tho noxl dem- 
onstration of the supremo council will be 
more striking in its character than the 
posting of placards. 

The prenmturo publication of the Co- 
ercion bill has not boon advantageous to 
tho Government, Certain of its provis- 
ions havo displeased a large section of its 
supporters, and anti-coercion appeals are 
being made in tho principal towns, with 
largo Radical constituencies, by Irish and 
Radical members, and are proving unex- 
pectedly successful. A large number of 
anti-coercion meeting is gradually moving 
in favor of hearing what the land bill will 
be before it supports ooercivo measures 
for Ireland, and tho Government aro anx- 
ious to dispose of tho question which 
some of their best friends support with 
undisguised regret, and which a few 
weeks henco thoy may so.ircel dare to 
support. 

London, Feb. 1. — The Daily News says 
it has reason to bolieve that tho now land 
bill embodies the principle of tho "Throo 
i FV'-Governmont by tho establishment of 
| a special court of referonco for disputes 
I between landlords and tenants. 

Forsterhas written to Parnoll, rogrctt- 
| ing that a typographical error led him to 
place a misstatement concerning the lat- 
i ter's speech at Galway in Premier Glad- 
I stono's hands, which tho Premier quoted 
j last Friday in tho House. 

Paris, Jan. 31 — The meeting of the 
j Panama Canal Co. to-day was' largely at- 
tended, Stack'to tho amuunt of 317,000 
franca was represented. Tho report of 
DeLcsseps was receivod. It seeks to show 
that the Nicaraguan caual is practically 
I impossible. It declares that a eoinplote 
I agraemont has boon arrived at by tho 
j Unitod States in rogard to the scheme 
I the only provision being that neutrality 
j of the canal shall bo assured. All roso- 
! lutions propoaod wero unanimously adopt- 
| ed. The next meeting will bo held on 
March 3d, when progress of the works 
1 will bo considered, 

Vienna, Jan. 31— The funeral of Car- 
. diual KaUsoher, of Vienna, took plaee in 
! the Catltodral with grand and imposing 
! ceremonies bofore a vast assemblage. Tho 
' Empiror and Archdukas were present. 



Paris, Jan. 30— The Temps publishes 
tho following as the Chilean conditions of 
peace: Cession of Asto Agosto to Chilo; 
surrendor of allied fleot, and payment of 
an indemnity of §30,000,000, whereof 
Peru shall assume §20,000,000 and Boli- 
via 810,000,000, Chile to occupy Callao 
and work tho grand coppor and saltpotro 
mines until payment of tho indemnity is 
made. 

Thos. Carlyle is dying. 

Constantinople, Jan. 31— Greece hav- 
ing sent troops to tho frontier, Turkish 
transports aro convoying 27,000 from 
Smyrna to the gulf of Volo, as a precau- 
tion. 

London, Jan. 31— Sir Charles Dilko 
said the Government trustod that negotia- 
tions now pending will load to such unit- 
ed action of tho Powers as shall effect a 
peacoablo solution of the question. 

CANADA. 
St. John's, (N.B.,) Jan. 28.— There 
has been a blinding snow storm all day, 
and trains aro delayed. Four fishermen 
aro supposed to be lost, including two 
well-known oarsmen, tho McLarens, who 
were in ono boat. Tho mercury is 21 
below zero. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Cuioaoo, Jan. 31.— A Times New York 
special says: Tho Branch Irish Land 
League of the Twenty-first ward of New 
York has resolved to introdueo tho sys- 
tem of "Boycotting" as to all goods im- 
ported from England. 

Milwaukee, Jan. 31. — The propeller 
St. Albans, belonging to the Ludington 
lino, North Lino Transportation Company, 
has been wrecked sixteen miles out on 
tho lake. The crow and tho passengers, 
twenty-six in all, havo been saved. All 
tho boati aro in but one, and that is 
nearly ashoro. The steamer and cargo 
are a total loss. 

PniLADEi.ru i a, Jan. 31. — At 4:35 a.m. 
a fire broke out on tho south sidu of the 
Bethelden Baptist Church", at tho north- 
west corner of Broad and Spruce streets. 
Throo alarms' wero sounded, but beforo 
tho engines all arrived, tho flames com- 
municated to Horticultural Hall, which 
is separated from tho church by a twelve- 
foot alley. Both buildings were soon 
wrapped in flames. A southerly wind 
communicated tho fire to housos on 
Spruce street. Tho first of those to tako 
fire was that of Edward Manios, No. 1409, 
adjoining tho church. Tho back build- 
ings wore destroyed and the front dam- 
aged. Tho houso of Miss Mary E. Sim- 
mons was damaged badly by water. The 
interior of No. 1402, owned and occupied 
by Thomas S. Feron, was ruined, caus- 
ing a loss of 815,000. Nos. 1404 and 
1400, occupied respectively by Mrs. Shaw 
and Mrs. Gilmore, wero badly damaged. 
Bofore (i o'clock the interiors of both 
Horticultural Hall and tho church wero 
in ruins, and a portion of tho walls of tho 
latter had fallen in. At 9:45 the fire was 
still burning. Tho church and organ 
cost 8182,500. Horticultural Hall is 
worth 875,000 and is insured for 830,000. 
The insurance on the church is not given.

The meagre and unsatisfactory results 
that have recently attended the collec- 
tion of the school tax have been already 
commented upon, and wo propose now 
to show the reader that the manner in 
which the tax is collected (or perhaps 
it would be more correct to say not 
collected) in Home of "the districts 
exhibits great carelessness, partial- 
ity, or something worse, on the part 
of some of the agents of the Govern- 
ment If every source of revenue is as 
badly administered as that of the school 
tux the existence) of the alarming de- 
ficit which has begun to attract the at- 
tention of our ncigliborsneod no longer j 
form a subject of wonderment. The 
official returns give $125,518 as'the to- 
tal sum received from this source for j 
the year ending tho 30th of .Tune, 18S0, | 
an apparent increase of about § 1,000 [ 
over that of 1S79. We say apparent, ■ 
for the actual increase is scarcely ap- | 
preciable, tho sum of §3807, with the 
payment of which the district of Lil- 
looet is credited, being the outcome of 
nearly two years' collections by Mb. i 
E. Allen - , who recently came off with j 
flying colours after ft bout with the 
Minister of Finance. If we strike an j 
average in that district for the three 
years, two-thirds of tho amount stand 
ingto thcoreditof Lillooet (§2,53i)must 
bo deducted; this will leave the amount 
actually received by the fJovernment ; 
iu the way of school tax during the j 
period embraced bv thu fiscal year ; 
1879-80 522,981 in place of $25,518. j 
The voting population of the province : 
is 1725, and if every voter had paid 
his school tax the treasury would have 
received §11,175, or within §8809 of] 
the total amount paid in on sclrbol ac- I 
count. But if every voter has paid the 
tax in some of the districts, then the 
Chinese and non-voting whites (who ! 
far outnumber tho voters) have en ; 
tirely escaped. To establish tho cor 
rectness of this statement wo shall lirst j 
take Victoria City: The amount of ; 
school tax collected here for the year j 
ending June 30, 1880, was $1329. 
This sum represents, at $3 per head, 
just 1443 persons. There are 1143 
registered voters on the list. Mad 
all theso paid tho poll-tax it would 
have produced $3-102; so that, in ad- j 
tlition to tho registered voters, only 309 j 
persons here contributed towards the j 
support of the schools. Lumping the 
Chinese and non-voting white males 
who are liable to the tax we feel sure I 
that they will number 2000, anil in I 
place of the revenue from that source 
amounting to only $937, it should 
havo reached at least $6000. In the 
statement for New Westminster City 
and District the result is oven more 
discouraging. The voters there num- 
ber 970. Had nil these paid the school | 
tax the total contribution of city and 
district would have been $2910. It 
will scarcely be credited that the ac- 
tual result of the collection is $2889 — 
$21 less than tbe voters' list calls for. 
Seven voters, therefore, shirked pay- 
ment ami several hundred Chinese em- 
ployed at the canneries and on the 
farms and nil the non-voting whites 
paid nothing ! In Victoria District, 
with 250 voters, only $882 in poll-tax 
was paid. In Esquimalt town and 
district there are 171 voters anil the 
poll-tax collections amount to but §4 80. 
Cowichan, with 232 votes, paid only 
$735, $39 more than Comox with but 
90 voters. Vale, with 470 voters, paid 
in $2718 on school tax account. 
Lillooet, a sparsely settled district, with 
181 voters, came up handsomely with 
about $1000. The same mas bo 
remarked of Cariboo, which, with 4G2 
voters gave $3807 for school support; 
and of Cassiar, with 153 voters and 
pi 320 school tax. Nanaimo did woll 
with $2955 to 539 voters. Even little 
Kootenay with 34 registered, and a 
baker's dozen actual, voters camo in 
with $291; and Skeena, which has no 
voters' list, paid $57.1

At a rough calculation nearly one- 
half the persons liable to pay school 
tax evade it altogether. Of the Chi- 
nese population how many pay i In 
Victoria very few, wn fear, and ns for 
the white population only those who 
desire to contribute appear to do so. 
Those who do not wish to pay are not, 
compelled; and thus the men who 
meet the obligation — because it 
ia nn obligation incumbent, upon every 
citizen to bear his share of taxation— 
are required to defray tho expenses of 
government, to provide the wherewith- 
al for meeting an annual deficit, and in 
effect have to support educational in- 
stitutions for the children of many per- 
sons who have not paid the tax since 
they entered the country. The mode 
adopted by the representatives of tho 
government for collecting the school 
tax is unjust, inequitable and iuefii- 
ciont. It reaches only the willing tax- 
payer. The unwilling (as the figures 
we have quoted will show) is not forc- 
ed to pay.

Brilliant Display of Fireworks. 

Last evening closed the festivities of 
the Chineso now year, which was celebrat- 
ed by a line pyrotechnic exhibition at the 
establishment of Chu Chung & Co., corn- 
er of Cormorant and Government streets. 
For nearly an hour the building was 
ablaze with fireworks of various kinds; all 
of Chinese manufacture, of course; but 
very beautiful, nevertheless. The fusi- 
lade was incessant; while at short inter- 
vals rockets ascended to the height of 50 
feot and upwards. All this was accompan- 
ied with now and then an explosion that 
sounded louder than a riHe shot; which 
added to the wicrd figures that flitted 
hero and there on the verandah of the 
building, sometimes in a blaze of illumi- 
nation and sometimes enveloped ih gloom, 
formed a very pretty and interesting ex- 
hibition. A large number of whites en- 
joyed the display immensely and Anglo- 
Saxonliko loudly choored at intervals 
when a more than ordinary fantastic 
figuro displayed itself in midair. More 
than a thousand dollars worth of fire 
works were let oft', which, had they been 
English or American, would have" coat a 
great deal more. 

The Island Railway-. 

Sir Charles Tuppor, on the 17th ult., 
presented to Parliament the correspon- 
dence and papers respecting tho Vancou- 
ver Island Railway from Esquimalt to 
Nanaimo. Most of thn papers are old 
and contain little of importance unknown 
to the public. From them, however, it 
appears that on Jan. Gth, 1870, a British 
Columbia Company ottered to build tho 
road within three years from the final 
survey and location for §15,000 per mile 
and a land grant in a bolt alons* the road 
twenty miles wide. Tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment declined to entertain this pro- 
position. On Nov.lOth last the Secretary of 
the Victoria Board of Trade, forwarding 
the resolutions 011 that subject adopted 
by the Board, writes that if they cannot 
aueoeed in having the Carnarvon terms 
carried out that the Premier's assistance 
be secured in obtaining a release from tho 
Confederation. 

Nanaimo, — Early on Monday morning 
a small fire was discovered in the roof of 
tho Chase River Mino belonging to the 
V. C. Co. It caused such a heavy smoke 
in the mine that work had to lie-discon- 
tinued for a while. The fire, however, 
was soon under control, and by the after- 
noon extinguished. It i3 thought to have 
been caused by spontaneous combustion, 
for the tiro was in a stratum principally 
composed of lime formation. Tho fire 
broke out again yesterday and was not 
extinguished in the afternoon. Wo un- 
derstand that the fire is fully under con- 
trol, and will not communicate with the 

main workings In this city there is 

about 2 feet of snow, while out in tho 
district it reaches a depth of 4 feet. Con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced in 
clearing the Wellington tracks. — - Fret 
Prexs, 

The Free Pre&i learns that the Van- 
couver Coal Company have decided to 
open up two new mines on their property 
in that vicinity. To this end some very 
powerful machinery has been purchased 
England, and by this time is on its way 
So this port. It is not quite decided 
which of the coal fields belonging to the 
company will be opened up first, but just 
as soon as the weather will permit, oper- 
ations will be commenced on an extensive 
scale. This news will infuso confidence 
among the business men of Nanaimo, and 
we trust it is the harbinger of prosperous 
times.

Projros3 of tho "War. 

Dukuax, Jan. 29.— In a recent engage- 
ment tho Boers fought with determined 
courage. They captured the colors of tho 
58th regiment, killing two officers in the 
charge. The colors were recaptured at 
the paint of the bayonet. An eye-witness 
states that the Boors were shot or wound- 
ed through the heads as thoy lay. If the 
58th regiment had been supported by 
another thousand men, the position would 
have beon taken. 

Sir George Colley moved out with 808 
infantry, 170 cavalry and six guns; five 
companies of the 58th cavalry, the urtil- 
lery supporting, attacked the enemy's 
left. After a gallant and nearly success- 
ful charge, in which General Deane, com- 
manding, and all his staff and mounted 
officers, were shot down, they were 
driven down the hill. 

Durham-, Jan. 31.— The losses of tho 
Boers are estimated at 500 killed and 
wounded. It is reported that the Roor 
commandant was killed. The position 
held by the Boers was a very strong 
one. 

Tho troop-ship Crocodile has arrived 
at Natal from India with 1215 in- 
fantry. 

London, Jan. 31.— Tho Boers, thenight 
previous to tho engagement » itli General 
Colley, impressed Bushmen and Hotten- 
tots, and compolled them to fight. 

The Ninety-second and Ninety -third 
regiments landed at Durban yesterday, 
and amid groat enthusiasm proceeded t 
Pietermaritzburg, whence they push foi 
ward to tho front.
